Not only as the newly made president of the 
St. Louis Suffrage League, but as the daughter 
of Mrs. George Blackman, whose drawing rooms 
long have been noted as the most successful 
thing of the kind in St. Louis—really establishing 
an aristocracy of intellect—-Mrs, O’Neil, becom- 
ing a social light in her own right, is just the one 
to lead her frivolous friends inte paths intellec- 
tual, however strange and unknown to them. 

Yes, indeed, I found many differences between 
a suffrage tea and just a plain ordinary tea. In 
the first place one was expected to ride to the 
O’Neil bungalow, far beyond the limits of sordid 
street cars, in automobiles floating great yellow 
Votes-for-Women banners out behind. The popu- 
lace cheered and jeered, but one was not supposed 
to mind that. 

When you got upon the scene you found a lot 
of talk going on, but unlike anything you'd ever 
experienced “at other teas; only one person talked 
at atime. You didn’t rush forward to greet your 
hostess, for her attention, as well as everybody 
olse’s, was absorbed in and not to be distracted 
from some person deep ina solemn speech. You just 
slipped in as quickly as you could, unobserved. 

You found a strange collection of women—de- 
butantes and dowagers, spinsters and mothers of 
large families, ladies of leisure and working girs, 
aggressive ,women and women of quiet zeal.

q@OBODY ventured a frivolous remark. BPvery- 

N body seemed to bear the weight of a world 

on her shoulders. There were, of course, 
many differences of opinion and, you may be 
sure, they soon were being frankly expressed. 
But in the end you remarked how it seemed to be 
a common responsibility they bore upon their 
shoulders and differences were as nothing to the 
great bond of Interest. Miss Helen Marot of New 
York, secretary of the Woman's Trade Union 
Teague, announced as the guest of honor, was 
scon deep in the description of the memorable 
4th of May suffrage parade in New York in which 
she took part. She told something of the organ- 
ization and progress of the movement in the East. 
but her remarks were rather desultory. You felt 
that behind the mild, gentle little woman’s color- 
less descriptions a strong difference of opinion 
was being held in reserve. 

It became evident that as a factor of a great 
accomplished reality like trades unionism, she 
looked down upon the comparatively abstract 
subject at hand, when she finally confessed: 
“Perhaps I am appearing before you under falee 
pretenses. I am so vastly more interested and 


jactive in the cause of union labor than the ene 
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Mrs. Ames Cushman, who was one of the atten- 
tive listeners. 

And from here on a discussion followed thick 
and fast. My pencil may not have been quick 
enough to catch all the turns and curves of the 
argument as it was thrown back and forth in the. 
debate, and I cannot be expected to reproduce 
the exquisitely shaded phraseology of such. wom- 
en as Miss Amelia Fruchte, famous as the HEn- 
glish teacher of generations of Central High 
School students. But it went something like this; 

Miss Marot (taking the fling from Mrs. Cush- 
man): They are occupied with such an imme- 
diate and vital and stupendous problem at the 
very foundation of their existence—their bread 
and butter and the wages that are to produce it, 
You canot expect a woman whe is occupied in 
earning a living six days a week from 8 in the 
morning until 6 at night and must crowd home 
duties into the remainig hours, to take on the 
additional burden of a comparatively remote sub- 
ject such as suffrage. You women of leisure will 
do well not to suggest it to them either. You should 
not try to lead them. You can give them the ap- 
portunity to become interested in the subject of 
their own free will, but you must let them ex- 
press themselves in their own way in regard to it. 
I have too often seen the cause fail among the 
laboring classes when you took the inftiative and 
presumed to dictate to them. 


Cultured Women Most Progressive. 


ISS FRUCHTE (rising): I think it may be 
MI presumed that the women of the working 
classes are not heartily tn sympathy , with 
political equality. This is, of course, because they 
fellow the lead of their husbands, as I believe all 
women do, and their husbands are still bound by 
more primitive traditions in regard to woman- 
hood than is the cultivated man. I recall an in- 
stance which furnishes proof of this premise. 
Some years ago a woman was put up as a candi- 
date for the School Board. She polled a great 
many votes and lost the election by only a small 
majority. When the returns came in, it was no- 
ticeable that her following was almost entirely 
in the West End. She polled the highest vote in 
the ward where there is the greatest culture 
and the lowest in the poorest wards, where there 
is the least culture. 

Mrs. D. H. Harris: I believe the solution of the 
problem of arousing Interest in suffrage in var- 
ious walks of life is to create great leaders. Men 
and women in general are like sheep, they follow 
a bellwether. We need, not necessarily women 
who possess the attributes of present examples 
of male politicians, but as a Harvard professor 
has said in speaking ef hardships, “We need 
spiritually minded men ef the world.” We need 
spiritually minded women of the world. I should 
think the prospect of a woman of leisure, with 
a contented lot In Hfe and no need for suffrage 
for herself, but eager to work for it for her hum- 
ble sisters and teach them how it is to better 
their conditions, would be an inspiration to 
working women. 

Miss Fruchte: I quite agree with Mrs. Harris. 
We need women leaders and we need a woman's 
party. We are too complacent. Suffrage is not 
coming to us without effort any more than it is 
coming to the English women without effort. I 
for my part am willing to dare as far as our sjs- 
ters over there. I don’t know that I care to be 
quoted by my newspaper friends here as saying 
I would throw stones, but I certainly sympathize 
with my militant friends.” 

Your humble servant: “Did you know that 
Mrs. Pankhurst was sentenced yesterday to nine, 
months in jail?” This was purely irrelevant, of 
course. The speaker paused only to reply “no,” 
and proceeded. 

Miss Fruchte: We are told the best light 
comes from above. It seeme to me the women of 
leisure and cultivation can shed that light. As 
an older woman among you I am so glad to see 
women of the type ef Miss Blackman (meaning 
Mrs. O'Neil) coming forward showing their col- 
ors and taking a stand. 


ISS MAROT (very coolly): I am sot eo sure 
the best light comes from above. 
inclined to think the mest 
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dying comes from wemen face to face 
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‘Traey,, which means, let the people rule, 
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ated from the mass of the people. If we must 
have officials, let’s not let them get out of easy 
conversational range of the people, Let the peo- 
ple criticise and dictate and recall. Let the leader 
feel that he is on probation most of the time, 

Mrs. Harris: Without Iéadership and without 
political parties you cannot have organization. 
And without organized government you have an- 
archy. . . 

Miss Marot: Then let us get back to democ- 

If we 
must have leaders let them be frem the people. 
I have in mind the woman of our division of the 
suffrage organization who set themselyes the 
task of answering the objections of. the eléquént 
legislater. who -did most to defeat the suffrage. bill 
in New York. . A.crowd of 3000 had gathered to 
hear them. The girls who made the most power- 
ful .addresses had never spoken’ in public ‘before. 
They spoke with . evident difficulty. But they 
managed to make themselves heatd and they had 
arguments so indisputable the fine oratory of the 
logislator was swept to the ground, 
‘ Miss Fruchte (rather hotly): I hope Madame 
Speaker does not suspect me of being lacking in 
sympathy and fairness towards the submerged 
tenth.. Everybody. knows there is nothing I like 
better than go dewn into our East Side—I won't 
say alums, for there are no slums—to hunt up 
some little urchin and wash his face. I think we 
are but presenting the obverse and converse sides 
of the ooin. I still contend that suffragists 
should approach upon the lines of least resist- 
ance. Let the women who are fitted take the 
lead. We need women in office. How good it is 
when presented with the masculine argument 
“show us the woman who is fit,” to be able to 
point to the example of Miss Lathrop, so recent- 
ly appointed’ head of the Child Bureau. No- 
body can dispute the competency of many women 
of the-world, Nobody denies Miss Jane Addams’ 
attributes of a proper leader. 

And yet Miss Lathrop is the only onetowhom we 
can point {n absolute proof. She occupies the 
highest position accorded a woman in our Gov- 
ernment. Woman has made marvelous progress, 
no doubt. Not long ago a gentleman was felici- 
tating me upon the,statistics which show 4000 
occupations to be open to women today. When I 
raised my eyebrows he proceeded with the satis- 
ticlan’s skill to enumerate. Of course he had to 
divide and subdivide into the greatest minutae. 
Scrubbing, it developed, was divided into 10 
classes. There are 10 varieties and degrees of 
scrubbing open to women! Why be content 
with mere economic independence, which after 
all involves only the humbler callinga Miss La- 
throp occupies a high position, to be gure. It is 
near the Senate, we congratulate ourselves. But 
why not have a woman in the Senate. My imag- 
inatiofi may be striding ahead at @ shocking 
rate, but I am willing to go still farther and say 
a like to see a woman in the President's 
chair.

“TLet.me put the figures tm anoth- 
er form,” continued Prof. Fisher. 
“Prasident, Elmer BH. Rittenhouse of 
the Provident Savings Life Assur- 
ance Society of New York, has cal- 
culated that preventable disease and 
accidents destroy every day Amer- 
ican lives equal in number to the 
crews of two battleships; equal im 
three months to more than the total 
eombined mumberg of the army and 
navy of the United States; equal in 
one year to more than the total nsum- 
ber of lives lost im all our wars since 
the Declaration of Independence. 
“Hverybody has been shocked be- 
yond measure by the loss of life in 
the Titanie disaster, yet in the loss 
of life due to preventable causes we 
have in thig country every day in the 
year a destruction of our citizens 


exceeding in magnitude that which 
occurred when the Titanic sank. 
Think of it! A Titanic Gisaster a day, 
and yet the public dees mot rise up 
and demand in a spirtt of anger and 
determination that steps be taken at 
once to put an end to this appalling 
and unnecessary waste of human life! 
“Congress has, however, at this mo- 
ment; an ‘opportunity of enact- 
ing into law a measure the provisions 
ef which will go far toward giving 
thé people of this country the power 
to save the lives of some hundreds 
of thousands of our citizens 

year and of lengthening the lives 
and extending the period of useful- 
ness of hundreds of thousands more. 
“The measure to which I refer is 
the Owen bill, which provides for @ 
United States public health service. 
This bill has been before the Senate 
for several years under various 
names 4nd it has recently been re- 
ported favorably by the Senate Com- 
mittee on PubiMo Health. It is now 
on the Senate calendar, but it has not 
been voted on, owing to the absence 
of Senator Owen in Oklahoma. 


Bill Has Two Main Objects. 


<4 HE bill seeks to attain two 
T main objects. In the first 
place, it will bring together 
the presertt scattered health agencies, 
thus making for economy, but more 
especially for efficiency. It is a lam- 
entable fact that at the present time 
the United States has almost the 
worst information on vital statistics 
of any country in the world. We de 
mot even know what the death rate 
of the country as a whole is, and we 
know practically nothing as to the 
birth rate. 

“Vital statistics have been well called 
the ‘bookkeeping of health,’ and believe 
me, the bookkeeping of health is just 
as necessary to get health results as 
the bookkeeping of business is to get 
business results, and this is proved be- 
yond doubt by the fact that those coun- 
tries which have kept their health books 
the longest have been most successful 
in prolonging the average of human life 
within thcir borders. 

“One of the first results of the reor- 
ganization proposed in the Owen bill 
will be the increased facilities the Bu- 
reau of Vital Statistics will have for 
securing the co-operation of the various 
state in passing registration laws, and 
thus ef keeping the character of those 
vital statistics which are the very breath 
of life of any department concerned 
with the public health. 

“The second object which the Owen 
bill seeks to attain ‘is to make the 
health service of the Government inde- 
pendent of the existing departments, de- 
voted as they are to interests often in-

of the notable congressional debates of recent 
years. Railroag problems have received a most 
exhaustive discussion at late sessions. It is @ 
long time since official attention has been 80 
sharply directed to practical phases of our mari- 
time problems, 

Much contention centered over two provisions 
of the Panama bill, One prohibits any rail car- 
rier from having an interest in water carriers 
with which it may be in competition. This 
is to prevent the Pacific railroads’ steamship 
monopoly from keeping water rates high as rail 
rates. The provision, however, was framed in 
terms so sweeping as to revolutionize transporta- 
tion condition on Long Island Sound, the Great 
Lakes and elsewhere, 

The second provision makes use of the canal 
free to our coastwise ships. Whether this ex- 
emption is forbidden by treaty guarantees:against 
discrimination in the canal gave rise to amazing 
legal hair splitting. Russia pays the Suez tolls 
on its merchant ships, appropriating 650,000 
rubles therefor in a recent budget. Austria does 
the same. Sweden’s subsidy to ships is s0 
awarded as to indemnify them for these tolls. 
It was denied that we could pass coastwise ships 
free through our waterway and in the same 
breath admitted that we could donate the toll 
money to the ships. To refund at one wicket 
window at Panama what was paid in at another 
would show scrupulous fidelity to obligation. 
Not to collect at any window would violate sol- 
emn treaty pledges. 

The President is authorized to fix tolls with- 
in a maximum of $1.25 a ton and Mr. Bartholdt 
raised the important point whether cargoes of 
silk should not pay more than less costly cargoes. 
A $1.25 or even a $1 rate on iron ore would, he 
said, defeat ambitious plans for developing enor- 
mous deposits on Mexico’s Pacific coast. 

Citrous fruits on which the rail freight is 
$25.76 a ton can be sent in refrigerator ships via 
the isthmus for $7. In a saving of $18.76 a ton, 
the $1 more or less represented by tolls would 
not matter much, it was urged. The Mississippi 
Valley, whose interest in free coastwise traffic 
ig vital, will not be deceived by such exceptional 
cases. Not reckoning saving in time the Panama 
has an advantage over the Tehuantepec route of 
only $4 a ton on ordinary freight. On such a 
margin $1 may matter much. The dectsive fight 
will come in the Senate. The West must resist 
tolls.

DEBATABLE BRIDGE PROPOSALS. 

Two proposals with regard to the Municipal 
bridge, the wisdom of which may be questioned, 
are under consideration. 

One is the repeal of the Southern Traction 
franchise. In the main this grant represents 
the most sensible and carefully guarded franchise 
legislation the Municipal Assembly has adopted. 
It abolishes all specia) bridge charges and 
offers cheap transportation between St. Louis 
and East St. Louls with a large, rich territory 
to the south. The compensation is liberal 
and the railway will be subject to the bridge 
regulations. 

The other proposal approved by the Public 
Utility Commission ig that the railroads be re- 
leased of all charge on local traffic on both 
sides of the river. 

The bridge was designed primarily to abolish 
tolls—no tolls can be permitted, all bridge 
charges must be abolished—-but St. Louis cannot 
govern railroad rates on interstate traffic. They 
will be adjusted by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. 

The relief from bridge charges to the railroads 
for St. Louis traffic will not affect the rates to the 
shippers. It will be in the nature of a bonus 
to railroads for using the bridge. The railroads 
will pocket the difference. Our contention is 
that bridges, whether owned or rented by rail- 
roads, are parts of the main lines, that all 
charges should be absorbed in the general rev- 
enue. This is railroad business. It is a question 
whether we should depart from the solid basis 
of railroad business and offer discriminations 
in favor of St. Louis. It is a question whether 
we ghould pay ‘the charges on traffic to Hast 
St. Louils. 

No plan of this kind should be adopted finally 
without careful consideration. The bridge com- 
mission might be empowered, but not compelled, 
to offer this inducement to the railroads. Its 
practical working might prove disadvantageous. 
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Determined wives of Garston bobbin makers in 
England, who opposed a strike and threw out 
pickets to see that their husbands did not quit 
work, won their point. Strike referendums are 
one form of expression in which the right of 
women to vote should be unquestioned. 
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THE DENIAL OF HEROISM. 

It is quite in accordance with Mr. George Ber- 
nard Shaw’s philosophy that he should argue 
that there was no heroism displayed on the sink- 
ing Titanic. A very superficial study of Mr. 
Shaw’s dramas would convince any critic that he 
ig as hostile to the heroic as he is to the roman- 
tic. Mr. Shaw ig in complete revolt against the 
doctrine that man is only a little lower than the 
angels. In the first place, Mr, Shaw thinks there 
are no angels, here or anywhere else. And in the 
second place, he looks upon man a8 an insig- 
nificant insect who ts only sustained by his vanity 
and who always fails and falls when that great 
support is withdrawn from him. 

‘Sir Arthur Conan Doyle is a man with a very 
different outlook upon life. He is a brilliant 











because his vanity has dominated his other in- 


stincts. Mr, Shaw's hatred of the romantic ele 


-ment in life is so strong that he goes to the 


other extreme and takes a malicious pleasure in 
depicting men as worse than they are. It may 
be true that what is called romance helps to 
preserve many illusions that prevent men and 
women from seeing life as it is, but there has 
always been heroism in the world that was not 
founded upon romance. A stern, stoica]l sense 
of duty has caused many men and women to go 
to their deaths in a noble spirit of self-sacrifice 
and to do their best to vindicate the dignity of 
poor human nature.

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THE WHITE SCHOOL MISTRESS IN CUBA. 

Cuba’s rioting negroes, who threaten further 
crimes like that committed upon the white school 
mistress in Santiago Province, are said to be 
aiming at forcing the United States to inter- 
vene on their behalf. 

They have adopted a sure and a quick way 
to arouse the white man’s interest, but a strange 
way to invite his aid. There is likely to be in- 
tervention on this point. It will be sudden and 
decisive; it will be summary and authoritative; 
it will savor of stern justice: It will be inter- 
vention the negroes least anticipate and the last 
they desire, and it will be aside from every 
other purpose but the protection of white women 
who labor in the schools. There will be a les- 
son taught negro brutes on behalf of humanity 
and civilization. 











SERVING THEIR COUNTRY. 

So far as we know, although each of them has 
been President, neither William H. Taft nor 
Theodore Roosevelt ever really served the coun- 
try in a conspicuous way until they fell upon 
each other and incidentally broke the back of 
the party of privilege. 
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SAINTE-BEUVE’S CONOLUSION. 

It is both pleasant and useful in a time of 
political storm and stress to turn aside occa- 
sionally from the hurlyburly of the strife and 
listen to the words of some great thinker who 
kept hig balance in turbuisnt days long passed.

When I have read something that is very 
lyrical, when I have heard and applauded 
something that is very academic, when I have 
been present at one of those parliamentary 
triumphs where a partisan orator has placed 
his hand upon his heart, where interested and 

, versatile politics has lavished words of loyalty 
and patriotism, where everyone comes in his 
turn to pay tribute to the exalted intelligence 

of the age and the conscience of mankind, I 

return home and open my “Grosley,” or some 

book of that character, my “Journal de Colle,” 
my “Margrave de Bareith,” and after I have 
read a few pages I find myself again with my 
feet on the solid earth of our humble human 
nature, saying softly to the honorable, the 
eloquent, the illustrious gentleman: “You 

Ite.” 

It is a consolation to think that honorable, 
eloquent and illustrious gentlemen have not al- 
ways deceived acute observers, 
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The world will hope that Wilbur Wright may 
battle against typhoid as successfully as he bat- 
tled against the difficulties of the age-old aerial 
problem. The problems of aviation are not yet 
solved,

He will 
only go so far as to say that Col. Roosevelt will 
go down in history “as one of the most illustrious 
pfychological examples of the disortion of con- 
scious mental] processes through the force of sub- 
conscious wishes,” 

To understand this it is necessary to understand 
his theory, which is that we repress into our 
subconsciousness wishes which shock our moral 
ratures and that under the stress of strong feel- 
ing we may recall from their repression those 
shocking wishes and act abnormally.

President Taft’s acts not in harmony 
with Col. Roosevelt’s wishes compelled other 
repressions. Then came a pecullar psychological 
condition due to continued calls from his friends 
on him to lead an anti-Taft movement, and the 
obstacle of his pledge’ not to become a candidate 
fcr a third term. 

Roosevelt’s Verlesén. 

“A repressed intolerable thought or wish really 
drags the memory of a desired word, or the cor- 
rect word, etc., as the case may be, out of con- 
sciousness and substitutes another word, or spell- 
ing, for that which was intended, and another 
meaning for the true meaning of a written or 
spoken sentence,” says Dr. Prince. ‘“Verlesen is 
what the Germans call this sort of misreading.

DUBLIN, Ireland, May 25.—To those who revere 
long pedigrees and royal descent there is no more 
interesting family than the noble house of Inchi- 
quin, now represented by Lucius William O’Brien, 
the fifteenth Baron of Inchiquin, who is a direct 
descendant, among hundreds who claim the honor, 
of the royal line of Thomond, a race of princes 
who ruled Ireland long before the Norman con- 
quest of England. 

King Brian Borothme, generally known as Brian 
Boru, who fell in the battle of Clongtarf against 
the Danes in 1014, is one of the proudest names in 
the long Inchiquin lines. If the Irish monarchy 
were to be revived, therefore, Baron Inchiquin 
would take his seat on the throne of Ireland as 
King Luctus, while his little son, Donough Ed- 
ward, aged 15, would be Crown Prince or heir ap- 
parent.

Her father 
was the inventor of the material known as plush 
and in its manufacture he accumulated great 
wealth. 

She is the mother of six children, the- youngest 
being 18 months old. Lady Inchiquin is a hand- 
some woman, well-known in the hunting field, but 
not much interested in society, being constantly 
eceupied with her family and especially devoted 
to her three daughters, Katherine, Griselda and 
Finvola, 

Dromoland Castle, County Clare, is the princti- 
pal seat of the Inchiquin family. There are col- 
lected many relics of Ireland’s former greatness, 
among them being a bronze effigy of Brian Boru 
taken from that monarch’s tomb at Clontarf. 

Burke's Peerage devotes four pages to the pedi- 
gree of tha illustrious family, which has its mot- 
toes: “Vigueur de Dessus,” and in Gaelic “Lamb 
Laidir Ab UWachtar,” both meaning “The Strong 
Hand Uppermost.” Lord Inchiquin’s half-sister, 
Beatrice O’Brien, married Guglielmo Marconi, tho 
invéntor of wireless telegraphy.

Government to deal with the practice 
ef medicine, and because, on the other 
hand, the Owen Dill especially provides 
that there shall bé no discrimination 
against any school of medicine or heal- 
ing. 
“As a matter of fact, the only sensible 
ground of opposition the Christian 
Scientists have to the Owen Dill itself, 
as distinct from their tactical 
against the State boards of health, is 
their objection to having the public in- 
formed as to disease, which is logical) 
for a Christian Scientist, but not for 
anyone else, because if you believe that 
disease is nothing but an image of the 
mind, the only way you can save your- 
self from disease is not to create the 
image. 

Foes’ Inconsistencies. 
mi F their view is correct the dati 








given out by the Department 
of Agriculture in regard to the 
spread of ‘typhoid germs through th: 
agency of the typhoid fly are wicked 
agencies, for they will create the image 
of typhoid in one who reads them and 
thus increase typhoid, but, if the ordin- 
ary .view is correct, then it is clear]; 
the duty of the Department of Agricul- 
ture to warn the housewife to screen her 
food. 

“One of the greatest weaknesses of 
Christian Science is that it prevents 
the discussion of disease and of meas- 
ures for preventing disease, and if the 
Christian Scientists were logical in their 
views, they would agitate for the aboli- 
tion of water filtration, of garbage re- 
moval, of quarantine, of drainage, of 
meat inspection, of pure food laws, of 
State boards of health, of the whole 
medical profession and of all scientific 
investigation into the cause, the pre- 
vention and treatment of disease. It 
amounts to this, that under the specious 
plea of toleration for all schools of 
medicine, the Christian Scientists are 
trying to make effective their extreme 
intolerance. 

“The opposition of the patent medicine 
manufacturers is easily accounted for— 
they do not want to be subjected by a 
igavernment department, with its official 
authority and prestige, to exposure. 
They oppose the Owen Dill as they op- 
posed the pure food law, because it 
made it more difficult for them to ex- 
ploit human suffering in the interests 
of their bank accounts. 

“Naturally, men who want liberty _to 
do what is illegal will clamor for ‘free- 
dom’ and some of the opposition to the 
Owen bill has. come from newspapers 
which have been particularly flagrant 
offenders against decency and have 
been vehicles for printing advertising 
of the worst kind of patent medicine 
frauds. 


Demand for Legislation. 

(< T is an amusing instance of how 

extremes meet when we con- 

sider how the opposition to this 
bill to encourage scientific research and 
to distribute scientific information comes 
from two such opposite quarters as 
the proprietary medical brotherhood and 
the Christian Scientists, who abhor all 
drugs. 

“Fortunately, the proposals contained 
in the Owen bill have received ample 
support from individuals and from insti- 
tutions whose support should certainly 
satisfy Congress that the sound senti- 
ment of the country is in favor of the 
bill. The proposals have been indersed 
by the late President Cleveland, by Pres- 
ident Taft, by ex-President Roosevelt, 
by Mr. Bryan, by Dr. Wiley, by the 
Governors of most of the’ states, by 
the health officers of almost every state, 
by the platforms of three political par- 
t'es, the Republicans, the Democrats 
and the Independence League; by 215 
organizations, medical, hygienic, scien- 
tific, labor and agricultural; by women’s 
clubs and by other organizations, repre- 
senting in all a membership of many 
millions. 

‘In addition to this, hundreds of thou- 
sands of individuals have written to 
Congress in favor of the Dill; in fact, 
the petitions from the policy holders in 
one life insurance company alone num- 
bered several hundred thousand. It is 
e strong evidence of the practical value 
of the bill that many life insurance 
companies, as well as the Association of 
Life Inspectors, have favored the bill 
and many prominent insurance men 
have appeared before congressional com- 
mittees to ask its passage. No one wil! 
dispute that the life insurance people 
want to prolong human life. 

“By methods such as those which 
would follow the passage of the Owen 
bill, Londen has in less than twenty 
years reduced its death rate from 2% per 
1000 to 13 per 1000 per annum. It has 
rractically cut its death rate in half. I 
look forward to the time when we as a 
nation will be able to do what London

HIS FORTUNE ON 
~ ASHOWER, WINS 


All Kansas Is Smiling Because of 
2-Inch Rainfall on Jim Fike’s 
7000 Acres. 


$90,000 PROFIT PROMISED 


His Crop in Northwestern Part of 
the State Last Year Was a 
Total Failure. 


TOPEKA, Kan., May %.—‘‘Jim” Fike, 
the Kansas wheat king, bet $20,000 dur- 
rain would fall on his 7000 acres of 
wheat in Northwest Kansas before the 
middle of May. And he has won, al- 
most five to one, and his winnings 
may be seven or eight to one. Fike 
never had such a wheat prospect in 15 
years as he has at the present time. 
If he has only the average Kansas yield 
of wheat he stands to clean up more 
than $90,000 on the one wheat crop. 
If rains continue during May and the 


early part’ of June, he stands to beat 


this by $20,000 to $30,000. 

or five years Pike has been plung- 
ing in wheat, aad he is now the big- 
gest winter wheat grower in the coun- 
try. Three years ago he had 180,000 
acres of winter wheat that averaged 
eight bushels an acre, and he made 
$30,000 profit. Two years ago he sowed 
16,000 acres of wheat and lost every 
cent he had put into it. He 
harvest enough wheat to get seed for 
the crop that offers so fine a prospect 
at this time. 

One Total Loss iz 15 Years. 
Gambling on the weather has been 
Fike’s method of chasing the festive 
dollar for years. He was once a Kan- 
sas Rajlroad Commissioner, elected dur- 
ing the Populist days. He has bet more 
than $250,000 in the last 10 years that 
rain would fall at the proper time, and 
he never lost entirely until last year. 
He had a bumper crop on 2000 acres in 
1903, and a crop that earned him $20,000 
in 1908 Since that year he has not 
had less than 8000 acres in wheat in 
any year. But last year, after the most 
disastrous season he had ever experi- 
enced, Fike was forced to cut down his 
wheat acreage just half that of the for- 
mer year. 

Last summer Fike put in his wheat 
with extraordinary care. He bought 
the best Russian hard winter wheat 
seed, that he could get on the Kansas 
Agriculturzl College farms. He plowed 
two inches deeper than ever before. He 
has four 30-horse-power steam plowing 
engines, and two 20-horse-power gaso- 
line engines to plow his fields. He 
plowed five inches instead of the usual 
three inches, and used two sets of har- 
rows to smooth the ground after each 
plow. 

Rain Gave Good Start. 
Two hundred acres of ground was 
turned over and harrowed each day. No 
rain fell for seven weeks last summer, 
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Ai Dragyists, 76c. Bottle. Booklet mailed free, 
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and no plowing was done until the rain 
came late in July. Then the plows 
started. The seeding was done more 
carefully than ever before, and rains 
came in the fall just at the right time 
to give the seed a good start before the 
most=unusual winter Kansas ever had 
began late in November. From Novem- 
ber until April snow was on the ground 
all the time, a total of 57 inches falling 
in that period. 

In former years rain in March or April 
has determined whether or not Fike and 
his neighbors would have a wheat crop. 
This year the heavy snows delayed the 
time when rain was needed more than a 
month. Jim Fike was in Topeka in 
April. “If rain comes by May 15, I'll 
win,” he said. 

Everyone in Kansas has been watch- 
ing the rain reports from the western 
part of the State. Kansas people are 
interested in Fike and his weather gam- 
bling. They want him to win, and make 
a big “killing.” Everybody is pulling 
for him. There were so many calls in 
the Topeka newspaper offices as to 
whether there had been rain at Colby, 
where Fike lives, that the correspondent 
there were directed to wire rain stories 
for every shower. The Rock Island Rail- 
way general offices for Kansas directed 
its agent at Colby to report specifically 
every day on rain, and the Government 
weather offices loaned the railway agent 
some rain gauges. 


He Wins Night of May 10. 

The rain did not come until the night 
of May 10, and then it came in plenty. 
There -were showers for three days pre- 
vious but not enough to do much good, 
the total for the week up to May 10 be- 
ing .21 of an inch. But a little over two 
inches of rain came the night of May 10 
and everyone is smiling in Kansas now 
for Jim Fike won his bet. 

“The rain is bound to come some 
time,” said Fike. ‘‘When it does come 
I'm going to be the boy with my hand 
on the doorknob watching for it. I'll 
clean up yet and when I do I am going 
to take my family to the seashore and 
to Europe and everywhere else there are 
things to see, and we'll have a lot of 
fun and then I'll come back and go to 
bucking Dame Weather again.’’ 

Fike is just like the chap playing the 
faro bank. He has worked out his sys- 
tem arf@ just keeps on gambling until he 
breaks the bank. Fike has not made a 
real ‘killing’ since 1903, although he 
made a lot of money in 1908 and has 
made some money each year until 1911. 
But this year he will hit the market in 
@ way that Kansas will be talking about 
for years. Incidentally there are a lot 
of other Kansans who wil! make a lot 
of money from their wheat fields.

Be Made Profitable. 





FREDERICKTOWN, Mo., May 2%.— 
Historic Mine La Motte, after being in 
‘Operation nearly 200 years, has been 
Glosed, following a labor controversy 
that arose when the miners demanded 
an increase of approximately 60 cents 
a day. The mine had not been making 
money lately and the directors seemed 
rather glad of a chance to shut it down 
under the circumstances, leaving the 
responsibility for this action with the 
miners. 

French pioneers discovered Mine La 
Motte, but the date on which 
the working of the mine began 
is not definitely stated. Some say 
that lead was first taken from it 
in 1723, while others assert it was in 
1717. This was about the time that Ca- 
hokia, opposite South St. Louis, and 
Icaskaskia, first capital of Dlinois, were 
French trading posts and more impor- 
tant than the then little trading post 
which is now St. Louis. 

Supplies for these posts were brought 
up the river from New Orleans in cara- 
vels, which carried cargoes of lead from 
Mine La Motte on the return trip. 

It is said that this mine has been 
worked longer than any other in the 
United States. 

1 Sold to Promoters. 

In 1904 it was sold by S. H. Leatne of 
St. Louis to promoters, who immediate- 
ly proceeded to incorporate under the 
laws of New Jersey with a capital of 
$3,000,000 and to sell stock in the same. 
The leaders were Dougherty and Albers 
“of New York, who had selling agents all 
over the United States who boosted the 
property to a dizzy financial height for 
that day. Eastern capitalists were 
brought to Fredericktown in _  Pull- 
man cars. Dougherty and Albers, 
in promoting their scheme, played 
no favorites—women with money looked 
as good to them as men, and they were 
brought here and “bumped” the same 
as men. 

On their arrival in Fredericktown 
prospective purchasers were driven out 
to the Mine La Motte plant by agents 
of the promoters and told to go down 


‘dn the various shafts and examine the 


mineral for themselves. They f.und 
men at work with the walls nicely 
washed down displaying the streaks of 
lead ore in the ceilings and on the va- 
rious dumps. A magnificent new mill 
was being built for the better handling 
‘of the lead ore, a railroad was in course 
of construction, a nickle refinery was 
“about ready te commence work,’—in- 
cidentally it never did—and the Dastern 
capitalists, mostly bankers, fell over 
themselves to subscribe for the stock 
at par. 

R. Hazard of Peachdale, N. J., bevght 
the property for $6,000 and sold it to

During the last 100 
years that the mine has been in oper- 
ation only about 30 acres have been 
gone over. However, it is doubtful if 
anyone can be found to take hold of 
the property, in view of the L spaaiet finance 
history behind it.

Charles A. Stix and Mayor Kreis- 


mann Point Out Advantages 
to Be Derived. 





The revival of the ola St. Louis Fair 
will be discussed at a banquet at the 
new clubhouse of the Universal Exposi- 
tion Co., near Wellston, next Wednes- 
day night. 

The plan is to make the fair an annual 
exhibition along the same lines as the 
ol4 fair, which was discontinued at the 
time the Louisiana Purchase Exposi- 
tion was held in St. Louis and which, 
with the intermission of six years on ac- 
count of the Civil War, had been an 4n- 
ual event since 1856. The promoters of 
the enterprise have secured interviews 
with leading citizens and officials. 

Charles A. Stix of the Grand-Leader, 
president of the Civic League and chair- 
man of the St. Louis Publicity Commit- 
tee, is heartily in favor of the move- 
ment to restore the fall exhibition to 
St. Louis. The fair in St. Louis can be 
made more characteristic than an ex- 
hibition in any other part of the United 

tates because of the central location of 
the city,’ Stix said. 

Kreismann Likes the Idea, 

“The St. Louis Fair, if revived, can be 
put on a par with the fairs that are 
held in Southern Germany and Russia. 
St. Louts is located in a territory that 
raises the highest grade of stock and 
the best produce, An annual fair show- 
ing these products as well as the manu- 
factured products of the vicinity would 
earn an international reputation and 
would make St. Louis known throughout 
the civilized world as a fair center.” 

Mayor Kreismann views with great 
favor the plan to revive the annual fair. 
“The fair in St. Louls would bea stim- 
ulant to commercial activity in the 
city,” he said. “The old St. Louis Fair 
still lives in our memories and I wel- 
come a return to it. 

Not a Mere Carnival. 

“The regular exhibition of the prod- 
vets of our manufacturing industries 
will be instructive to the thousands of 
persons who will be attracted by the 
fair. And the products of the mills and 
factories can be made no more interest- 


. irg than the fine stock and products of 


» surrounding country.”’ 

Julius S. Walsh, chairman of the 
Board of Directors of the Mississippi 
Valley Trust Co., declared that he .-- 


- Hieved the revival of the old fair wouid 


be a good thing for St. Louis and that 
he wanted to see the fair kept on a hish 
plane and not made a mere annual car- 
nival. 

“If conducted on a high plane, with 
carefully selected exhibits, an annual 
‘fair in St. Louis would be of much val- 
ue,” Walsh said. “The old St. Louis 
fair attracted thousands of visitors to 
the city, the admissions of a single day 
running as high as 125,000 persons at a 
time when St. Louls was not more than 
half as large as it is now. The farmer 
is through with harvesting and looking 
ebout for pleasure in the fall, and if 
the wight sort of an exhibition is pre- 
pared he will be attracted to St. Louis.”

A spectacular fire, the brilliancy of 
which attracted thousands of spectators 
from all over the city, last night de- 
stroyed a warehouse of the Graham 
Paper Co., at 427 South Twelfth street, 
and badly damaged a warehouse of the

The total loss is estimated at $35,000.

Samuel Williams, aged 22, a team- 
ster, who was watching the blaze from 
a nearby shed, became confused in the 
smoke and fel] to the ground. He was 
taken to the city hospital suffering from 
a sprained wrist and many severe 
brulses. 

Patrolman O'Connor of the Central 
Police District, discovered the fire at 
8:45 p. m. At that time flames were 
shooting up inside the Niehaus ware- 
house at 417 South Twelfth street. By 
the time O’Connor had run with the 
alarm to No. 24 fire engine station, 
Twelfth and Spruce streets, the blaze 
had broken through the building and 
was shooting skyward. 

In a few minutes the flames were 
communicated to the Graham Paper Co. 
warehouse, which was filled with roof- 
ing, insulating paper and beaver boards, 
heavy sheets of paper used for sidings 
of country houses. 

Bridge Good Viewpoint, 
Fed by this inflammable material the 
flames shot higher than ever. The 
warehouses are in a depression across 
which the viaduct runs and the big 
bridge was an inviting viewpoint from 
which to witness the spectacular blaze. 

In spite of the efforts of patrolmen 
to keep them away, hundreds of per- 
sons crowded upon the viaduct. They 
could not be persuaded they were in 
danger. But help came to the police- 
men from an unexpected source. 

Several cross lines supporting the 
stret car trolley wires were melted 
and dropped, allowing the highly 
charged wires to sag. Short circuits 
were established. The snapping and 
fashing of electric currents warned 
the crowds of imminent danger and 
drove them back to safety. 
Although the viaduct is built of fire- 
proof material, policemen feared the 
flames would spread to other buildings 
near it and make it a dangerous place 
for a crowd, ‘especially if there should 
be a panic. But the spectators ob- 
stinately pushed their way forward un- 
til they began to realize the peril from 
the electric trolley wires. 


Although streams of water were 
poured into the Graham warehouse from 
every angle, the blaze could not be 
stopped until it had burnt itself out. 
Supt. Willlam H. Kniep of the Graham 
company estimated the loss at $25,000. 

The Niehaus loss was not so heavy, 
the firemen succeeding in getting the 
blaze there under control. The ware- 
house of the Phoenix Furniture Co., 415 
South Twelfth street, was damaged by 
smoke and water. 

Fire Chief Swingly’s first estimate 
of the loss to the Niehaus warehouse 
and that of the paper company was 
that $10,000 would cover it. Kniep said, 
however, that the contents of the Gra- 
ham building were much more valuable 
than had been at first supposed.

Here is the explanation Speaker 
Clark made today: 

“Judging from many letters and 
telegrams received, the people of the 
Ninth Congressional District of Mis- 
souril, while believing and hoping that 
I will be nominated for President, 
desire that I file for Congress, which 
under the law must tbe done not later 
than June 7, if at all. 

“Matters presidential have advanced 
so far that three things are clear:

“9, I will most probably have a 
majority. 

“3. Nobody will have a two-thirds 
majority on the first ballot. 

“Tl do not know whether the two- 
thirds rule will be enforced.

BECAUSE JURY WAS

Haste in Rendering Verdict As- 
signed in Ambruster’’ Motion 
to Reopen Slander Suit. 





Haste on the part of the jury in re- 
turning a verdict is one of the reasons 
assigned by William J. Armbruster, in 
@ motion, why he should have a new 
trial in his $25,000 slander suit against 
John W. Peters. The motion, filed yes- 
terday in Judge Fisher's court, sets 
forth that it took the jury only 20 min- 
utes to find a verdict in favor of Peters 
in a case that was on trial three days. 
The jurors, the motion recites, were hot 
and anxious to get away, and were per- 
mitted by the court to retire at 6 p. m., 
after the close of the arguments, to con- 
sider the case, despite the plea of 
plaintiff’s counsel that they be dismissed 
until the next day. 

Another reason mentioned is that the 
Court uttered a prejudicial remark in 
telling Armbruster, when he was on 
the stand, he should answer the ques- 
tion and not make a long speech. It is 
also set forth that the Judge remarked 
that he wanted the testimony “cut 
short.” 

The suit grew out of trouble among 
the stockholders of the American Pig- 
ment Chemical Co., which owns a plant 
near East Alton.

Fatigue Sickness Caused by 
Sprinting for Trains and Mos- 
Quitoes, He Declares. 








The _stress and disadvantages of 
working in the city and living in the 
country are shortening the span of 
life for persons of moderate means, 
Dr. J, Martine Kershaw told his aaso- 
clates last night, at a meeting of the 
St. Louis Homeopathic Medical So- 
clety in the Marquette Hotel. 

Dr. Kershaw’s subject was “Mos- 
quito Infection and Fatigue Sickness 
of Suburban Life,” The ‘fatigue 
sickness,’ a® he explained it, is the 
condition produced by aprinting to 
catch suburban trains, and wrestling 
with such annoyances as board or 
cinder walks, inadequate sewers and 
water systems, and slow and often 
unsatisfactory service afforded by 
suburban tradesmen. 

He added that the mosquito with 
its unwelcome busz by night and dan- 
gerous malarial sting, is another dis- 
agreeable feature. 

Dr. Kershaw said the wealthy man, 
who can have an automobile and all 
the necessary facilities for sanitation 
about his home, can afford to live in 
the suburbs. He said: 

“The plain man who works every day 
for-his bread and butter should live in 
the city and within a reasonable @is-

Officials Say Intervention Will 
Not Be Necessary—Americans 
to Fight Rebels. 


HAVANA, May 25.—According to 
reports given out by the Cuban Gov- 
ernment the forces of Gen. Mendieta 
are distant only a few miles from the 
main body “of the insurgents under 
Generals Ivonet and Estenoz, and a 
decisive conflict may be expected at 
any moment. The Government per- 
sists in saying the insurgent forces 
are not large, but advices from the 
field insist they are strong and in- 


creasing. 
Furthermore, they are active in 


various parts of the province of Ori- 
ente. The most serious advices from 
that section is that Gen. Estenoz has 
warned in writing all planters to 
stop grinding within three days, or 
he would burn all the mills and cane 
fields, - 
Government officials decline to 
discuss’'the action of the American 
Government in sending warships to 
Cuban waters, but predict a speedy 
victory for the Cuban troops, which, 
they declare, will remove all neces- 
sity for American intervention. 

Gen, Mendieta, the Cuban comman- 
der, is tonight encamped at Tiguaboa, 
between La Maya and Guantanamo. 
Several small skirmishes have oc- 
curred in which the troops have 
been succssful, killing a few insur- 
gents and capturing arms and horses. 
The Province of Santa Clara, which 
the government ‘declared, was thorough- 
ly pacified, reports the presehse of small 
bands of negroes, who have , exchanged 
ehots with patrols of rural guards. The 
rebel leader, Pacheco, who had an en- 
counter with rurals near. Sagua la 
Grande yesterday, it is said,-is mortally 
wounced, His band has been dispersed. 
In. Other provinces there are no evi- 
Gences of disorder. 

Ricting in Hanava continues and a

PART OF CREW LOCKED IN 

Startling Facts Develop Follow- 

ing Unexpected Visit to White 
Star Liner. 








By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, May 25.—William Al- 
den Smith, Chairman of the Senate 
Titanic Investigating Committee, 
paid an unexpected visit to the liner 
Olympic at her pier in this city today 
a short time before she sailed. Sen- 
ator Smith examined certain wit- 
nesses aboard’ the steamship who 
hitherto havé been beyond the juris- 
diction of the investigators. 

Among those of the ship’s com- 
pany. who were sworn was Capt. H. J. 
Haddock. .The most startling facts 
developed.by Senator Smith from the 
liner’s men concerning the Titanic 
disaster were: 

“That the relaying of the Carpathia’s 
message to the Cape Race wireless sta- 
tion telling of the sinking of the Ti- 
tanic was delayed for many hours by 
Capt. Haddock, who said he desired 
to be accurate. 

That many of the crew in section No. 
6 of the forward quarters for the crew 
and firemen were locked behind a closed 
water-tight bulkhead door and perished 
without a chance to save themselves. 

That-.on, the night the Tintanic struck, 
more boilers were being used than on 
the’ day before, showing increased speed. 

That a wireless order was sent from 
the Carpathia to the Olympic by J. 
Bruce Ismay forbidding the Olympic 
to draw near the Capathia to effect a 
transfer of passengers. 

Visit a Great Surprise. 


The arrivals at the pier of Senator 


Smith, who was accompanied by Rear 
Admiral Watt of the United States 
Navy, was apparently a great surprise 
to the officers of the Olympic. It also 
was a surprise to P. A. S. Franklin, the 
New York manager of the line, for he 
arrived in great haste an hour after the 
Senator and the Admiral appeared. With 
a stenographer they were then aboard 
the. vessel. 

The Senator and the Admiral made a 
tour of inspection through all the cabins, 
into the engine room and down into the 
lower parts of the ship where the bolil- 
ers are situated. 

Chief Engineer Fleming showed the 
Senator and Rear Admiral how the 
bulkhead doors were worked, both 
electrically and by hand. He was 
shown how all the compartments could 
be closed from the bridge. 

One newspaper prints a story that tne 
first, demonstration was a humiliation, 
as the big crank, used in closing one 
door, was missing and could not be 
found .for five minutes. 

Besides taking the testimony Senator 
Smith and Admiral Watt made a com- 
plete inspection of the Olympic, not only 
to see her new equipment as far as life- 
boats ‘were concerned, but also to get 
an object lesson from her. The Olympic 
now has 43 lifeboats, including collaps- 
ibles—more than twice as many as she 
had .before. For the benefit of the 
Senator, a lifeboat was swung over- 
board and sailors demonstrated how 
they put the passengers in. 

When the Senator’s presence wus 
made known Capt. Haddock sent an of- 
ficer out to see him and then the party 
was conducted to the Captain's cabin.

! Says Ismay Knew First, 

After his examination on board the 
Olympic, Senator Smith said that on 
Tuésday next he would tell the Senate 
that J. Bruce Ismay, whom the English 
people. received with cheers after his re- 
turn, was the first man aboard the 
Titanic to' hear from Capt. Smith that 
the great boat was doomed, 

Col: Jdhn' Jacob Astor, so Senator 
Smith’ will point out, heard the news 
frotr the’ Titanic's commander a few 
minutes! afterward. 

Sénator Smith said this afternoon: 

“Hor one thing, I am going to say that 
Capt. Smith of the Titanic told Mr. Is- 
may ‘pefore anyone else on the ship that 
the. Titanic was doomed. This was a 
very few minutes after the ship had 
struck the berg. Mr. Ismay approached 
the captain and said: 

‘“¢Are things serious?’ Capt. Smith re- 
plied. * ‘Yes, very serious; we are gone.’ 

“Not long after that Col. Astor learned 
from Capt. Smith's lips the same fact. 
1 will make no further comparison along 
those lines than to remind the Senate 
that Col. Astor, who knew the same 
dreadful fact that Ismay knew, was 
drowned, and that Ismay saved him- 
celf.”’ 

Senator Smith’s statement recalls Is- 
may’s repeated declaration before the 
Senate Investigating Committee during 
its session in this city and Washington 
that he was “nothing but a passenger,”’ 
and that he pre-empted for himself no 
rights other than those of @ passenger. 

Senator Smith contented himself by 
saying that ‘The facts were dug out of 
a masse of testimony.”

Classed as Doubtful. 

Seventeen Senators are classified as 
doubtful and have refused to indicate 
their attitude until the _ testimony 
taken in the second inquiry has been 
read and digested. Senator Curtis of 
Kansas is in this class, although this 
afternoon he is quoted as being op- 
posed to Lorimer.

Vice-President Sherman, it is said, 
saw Senator Lorimer in Chicago today 
and advised him that his case was hope- 
less. He was told, it is said, that his 
resignation would be a fortunate solu- 
tion of the problem and save his sup- 
porters much embarrassment. No an- 
nouncement was made to this effect by 
Sherman before going to Chicago. He 
said that private business connected 
with the settlement of his mother-in- 
law’s estate demanded attention. Sher- 
man and Lorimer are close friends. 

Many senators within the last six 
week have strongly urged Lorimer tuo 
resign. He was told that the Senate 
had exonerated him once by a vote 
of 46 to 40 and the Committee on 
Privileges and ®#lections twice has 
pronounced that his election was not 
procured by bribery and corruption, 
but it was made plain to Lorimer 
that he could not expect vindication 
by the Senate. 

Vice-President Sherman went thor- 
oughly into that feature of the situa- 
tion. He could find only 40 senators 
in favor of retaining Lorimer in his 
seat. This is elght votes short of 
éufficient to prevent his exclusion. 

Opponents Count 51 Votes, 

The opponents of Lorimer count 5} 
votes for the resolution of exclusion. 
This is not based on a careful poll, 
but only checked off according to 
previous votes and expressions given. 
The names of only 39 senators have 
been given who have declared openly 
that they will vote to unseat Lori- 
mer. 

The friends of Lorimer will con- 
tinue to urge his resignation. His 
opponents are determined to force a 
vote before the adjournment of this 
session. 

In the past Lorimer repeatedly has 
declared he would not resign under 
any circumstances. It is not known 
whether he will consider the advice 
row being given in any different 
light. 

Cullom Wants Lorimer’s Seat. 

Today also came well authenticated 
reports from divergent sources that 
Senator Cullom is a candidate for 
Lorimer’s seat. Cullom is ready to 
resign at once, it is asserted, and per- 
mit L. Y. Sherman, who defeated him 
in the primary, to be elected to fi1)1 
the unexpired Cullom term, while 
Cullom, in turn, according to this 
plan, would be chosen for the Lorimer 
vacancy, which runs until 1915. tI¢ 
Lorinter’s seat is declared vacant 
either by resignation or by a vote in 
the Senate, the Legislature now in 
session ‘will have the power to fil 
both vacancies. 

Impending defeat of Senator Gam- 
ble in South Dakota, a Lorimer sup- 
porter, was instanced as evidence of 
the necessity of Vice-Presidént Sher- 
man’s visit to Chicago. Those fam!}- 
lar with the primary fight in South 
Dakota, June 6, gay say Senator Gam- 
ble is a defeated man on the Lorimer 
issue. Thus far every Senator who 
voted for Lorimer has fallen.

The supporters of the other seven 
men for whom delegates to the Baiti- 
more convention’ have been pledged 
will undoubtedly dissent from this 
alignment. Nor will the friends of 
Gov. Marshall. of Indiana, Gov.: Foss 
of Massachusetts, Gov. Burke of 
North Dakota, Gov. Baldwin of Con- 
necticut and Senator Kern of In- 
diana admit that their respective am. 
bition is hopeless. 

‘Yet, with all due respect and con- 
sideration for their loyalty and op- 
timism, the judgment of the leaders 
of State Democratic organizations is 
that beyond some vagrant exigency, 
compelled by unexpected complica- 
tions, none of these men will de- 
velop strength enough to command 
the 729 votes (two-thirds) necessary 
to obtain a nomination. As the roll 
call of states stands today the line- 
up is as follows: 

Clark, 288; Wilson, 126; Underwood, 
84; Baldwin, 14; Marshall, 30; Burke, 
10; Harmon, 50; uninstructed 232. To 
be elected, 260. Necessary to choice, 
729. Delegates in convention, 1094. 


Bryan WIll Be Storm Center, 
While not a single vote is credited 
to Bryan his chances for obtaining 
tae nomination is a possibility al- 
Ways admitted by the supporters of 
any and all the other men to whom 
delegates have been pledged. Leav- 
ing aside the matter of individual 
ambition, the contest at Baltimore 
will revolve around Bryan. He is 
certain to be the storm center of the 
issue between the radical and the 
conservative forcesvof the party. His 
policies may even be a more im- 
portant feature than his personal in- 
fluence. 

The Bryan supporters argue that he 
could command nearly if not the full 
quota of the Clark and Wilson vote. His 
proclaimed purpose of fighting  con- 
servatism might antagonize the New 
York and New England delegations, but 
his friends believe that opposition from 
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Williams Jennings Bryan of Ne-, 
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Mayor Gaynor, his rejection of Under- 
wood,-and, in fact, the venting of his 
wrath at the selection of any man who 
may have the ghost of a chance of be- 
ing nominated. 

taearst has already indicated his atti- 
tude toward Wilson, and there is scant 
doubt’ he would actually bolt the party 
if the New: Jersey Governor should be 
the choice of the convention. - 

The excellent showing made by Wilson 
in the Ohio presidential primaries has 
less actual value than shows on the 
surface. He will probably not realize 
any practical advantage from his suc- 
cess in carrying four or five districts, 
because of the operation of the unit 
rule, which will give all the 48 votes 
from Ohio to its Governor in spite of the 
opposition of the State machine. Even 
the Wilson leaders are compelled to ac- 
cept the conclusion that Bryan has a 
mortgage upon a large percentage of 
that they have more to fear from his 
ambition than from any other source. 
Harmon-Underwood Vote Anti-Bryan. 

The party leaders find it difficult 
to actually define the difference be- 
tween the Harmon and the Under- 
wood vote. Both are classified as 
conservative-“reactionary.” Bryan 
has trained his “progressive” guns 
upon both the Ohio Governor and the 
Alabama Congressman. One is quite 
as “undesirable” from his view point4 
as the other. In his mind they are 
standing for the same things, all un- 
popular with Bryan. Yet there is no 
disputing the fact that the objections 
of Bryan to Harmon and Underwood 
is the cause of much of the strength 
of both. It will require an actual 
test vote at Baltimore to determing 
the relative strength of the hostile 
forces, 

Harmon seems to be the first choice 
of the conservative element in his 
party and, if surface indications are 
not misleading, he will be able to en- 
list the support of at least foyr of the 
delegations from New England, that 
of New York and possibly New Jersey 
(with Gov. Wilson eliminated), Indi- 
ana, Michigan, Illinois, Wisconsin 
and inherit many of the votes now 
classified as for Clark, Marshall and 





Underwood would be absolutely im- 
possible. If Bryan is defeated, either 
would stand a very good, although 
not by any means certain, show of 
piling. up enough votes to insure suc- 
cess. Bryan would undoubtedly fight 
to ‘the last ditch” to prevent-the:nom- 
ination of Harmon or Underwood; nor 
is it entirely improbable that he 
would finally refuse“to accept either 
after a nomination had been made. 

Moneyed Men Turn to Harmon, 

Democratic leaders in New York 
and Washington have observed a de- 
cided revival of interest in the Har- 
mon boom since tHe Ohio primaries, 
an impetus in the activities of men 
who are declared to. be ready to 
“spend their money” to. promote his 
cause and who are seemingly less ap- 
presensive of the consequences of in- 
curring the displeasure of Bryan than 
they were a month ago. These men 
have been generally described by 
Bryan as “‘the Wall street crowd,” re- 
flecting natural antipathy to anything 
and everything Bryan stands for—and 
Bryan himself, 

The view of these men'is that’ the 
nomination of Roosevelt by the “Re- 
publicans would force the Democfatic 
convention to don the cloak of con- 
servatism and nominate a candidate 
who will not refuse to wear it. Har- 
mon is considered by them the proper 
man to do so. 

The possibility of compromise be- 
tween the two factions has much to 
do with the injection of Gaynor into 
the discussions of Democratic leaders 
regarding candidates. The New York 
Mayor is not entirely offensive to 
either the conservative or radical 
wings of his party. Bryan has pro- 
nounced him a + good enough radical 
to size up to the requirements of the 
moment, and has set.the.seal of “reg- 
ularity” upon him—the Mayor voted 
for Bryan three times. 

The missionary work performed in 
the interest of Gaynor has been of 
discreet “rubber tired” sort. The 
diplomatic corps turned loose to pro- 
mote his chances have been very 
careful to impress upon the minds of 
Democratic leaders outside of New 
York that “Tammany cannot control 
Gaynor,” that ‘the Mayor is Pro- 
gressive.” (Witness Mr. Bryan) that 
w@'°will not be carried away by wild 
ideas, that “he would conduct a cam- 
paign which would represent true 
Democratic convictions,” and that, 
finally, “he is not afraid of Roose- 
velt.”

of the State convention. . 
Gov. Harmon, however, will be vir- 
tually sure to go to the Baltimore con- 
vention with the undivided State dele- 
gation, as sufficient counties were bound 
by the unit. rule to insure him a full 
victory. He gained 240 delegates today 
bound by rule. Gov. Wilson received 115 
instructed delegates and Gov. Warmon 
ubeut 100 delegates who are not bound. 
Roosevelt was the victor in 19 con- 
ventions, gaining 123 delegates, accord- 
ing to reports tonight. Three conven- 
tions instructed for President Taft. 
Supporters of the President declare, 
however, that he will control the 
convention by a small majority. Six- 
ty-eight counties, now. have named 
delegates. Computing the: remaining 
counties on the basis of the returns 


Taft will have 340 delegates, Roose- 
velt 339, with 76 uninstructed. 

Col. Roosevelt carried the majority 
of counties today. His greatest vic- 
tory was in Mahoning County, which 
had been expected to send a delega- 
tion of 13 for Taft. Instead, it in- 
structed for Roosevelt. 

“A large number of the uninstruct- 
ed delegates selected today are on 
the doubtful list, not being pledged 
either: to Taft or Roosevelt,” said 
Walter Brown, Roosevelt’s manager. 
“There are Roosevelt men on the 
Cuyahoga delegation of 63.”

Home Secretary McKenna Has 
Three Interviews With Po- 
lice Commissioner. 


LONDON, May 2%.—Although tonight 
fees 125,000 men on strike at the Port of 
London the general public is unexcited 
and the newspapers are not using scare 
headlines as they did during the railway 
etrike. Nevertheless the situation is se- 
rious, as there is positive danger that 
the strike will spread to the provincial 
ports in a few days, and it is asserted 
that many railway, men may strike in 
sympathy. 

A great mass meeting of stevedores 
this afternoon unanimously adopted a 
resolution in favor of a national stop- 
page otf work. The leaders say that they 
will be able to call out 245,000 trade un- 
ionistr without difficulty and they ex- 
pect te get the support of 200,000 non- 
unionists. 

There are now 200 ships in the Thames 
with cargoes untouched. The price of 
many foodstuffs, including meat, eggs, 
cheese, bacon, flour, oranges and ap- 
plés is already rising. 

Regarding meat, Dunlop Young, the 
chief venterinary inspector at Smith- 
field market, says: 

“We know the cold storage supplies 
are short..~If the trade is unable to get 
meat from the docks and the strike ex- 
1ende to Glasgow and Liverpool, the 
supplies in London will soon run out. If, 
however, the provincial ports remain at 
work, we shall not be badly off while 
those avenues from the north are still 
vpen and there are no difficulties at the 
1allway terminal.’’ 

The government inquiry into the labor 
disputeg held by the Emiment King’s 
Counsel, Sir Edward Clarke, closed to- 
Gay. In behalf of the Master Lighter- 
man it was stated: 

“We desire peace. It is absolutely 
necessary for the welfare of the port 
that there should be peace in the trans- 
port trade. We feel that we must stren- 
uously resist these constant attempts to 
upset the trade of the port and the con- 
stant harassing of us by officials of the 
men’s society.”’ 

Harry Gosling, the men’s leader, re- 
plied: 

“Tl admit quite frankly that we don’t 


always keep agreements, but the mas- | 


ters make agreements which we think 


’ wré binding on a trade and immediately 


they are made we find many people say- 
ing that the conditions don’t touch 
thern. That brings about a strike.’”’ 

Mr. Gosling unexpectedly proposed 
that all the various causes of friction 
In the port of London be dealt with by 
a joint conference so as to bring about 
a thoroughly comprehensive and abiding 
settlement. 

Sir Edward Clarke expressed the opin- 
ion that only by legislation can all the 
wasters and the men alike be forced 
to abide by agreements made to main- 
tain good feeling and honorable terms 
of peace, 

Home Secretary McKenna held three 
cniferences today with Sir George Ask- 
with, the assistant commissioner of the 
ni tropolitan police, and a representa- 
tive of the port of London authority.

Two contributions aggregating 
$1500 were made to the new building 
fund of the St. Louis Maternity Hos- 
pital yesterday. J. D. Goldman con- 
tributed $500, and a St. Louis banker, 
who asked that his name be not 
made public, gave $1000. 

The $1000 contribution was 
through one of the members of the 
Men's Aid Committee, which has been 
active in helping the women raise the 
money required for the new build- 


made 


ing. 

The “dollar” campaign inaugurated 
by the women has been very success- 
ful. The women invaded the country 


yesterday, visiting the golf clubs to 
solicit contributions. In many in- 
stances they received’ contributions 
in much larger sums than they asked. 

The St. Louis Maternity Hospital 
is now quartered in the old Hunting- 
ton Smith home at 2621 Locust street. 
It was established four years ago by 
Mrs. Elizabeth Samuel Garrison and 
several leading charitable women of 
the city. 

During the four years of its exist- 
ence it has given a total of 14,523 
days’ treatment to patients. The rec- 
ords show that 400 women have been 
enrolled as patients, 

A large portion of the work done by 
the hospital is free. Unmarried women 
are admitted to the institution and many 
of them are taken care of without 
charge. Married women whose husbands 
are unable to pay for the full cost of 
the treatment are admitted and pay 
what they can afford. 

Employment is provided for such wom- 
en as are able to work part of the time. 
It is the purpose of the founders and 
supporters of the institution to give it 
a wide field of usefulness, reaching out 
to every case that needs its help. 

The present quarters are far too 
small to meet the requirements of the 
institution, and for that reason the offi- 
cers and directors, comprised of many 
of the most prominent women of St. 
Louis, have undertaken to raise enough 
money to build a new home.

NEW SPEED RULES 
FOR NEW YORK CITY 


Virtually every. municipality in 
the United States will be interested 
in the new ordinance for the regu- 
lation of motor vehicle traffic soon 
to be adopted by the Board of Alder- 
men of the City of New York. 

The Touring Club of America has 
submitted a brief suggesting that 4 
speed limit not to exceed 20 miles 
per hour should be specifically de- 
fined in order that the ordinance 
can be effectively enforced. 

That the present city ordinance 
which prescribes a speed of eight and 
15 miles an hour is obsolete is con- 
ceded upon all sides, especially as 
there is scarcely an automobile 
driven in New York at the present 
time without violating the city’s 
speed ordinance. 

At the request of Chairman Folks 
of the Special Aldermanic Commit- 
tee, the Touring Club, through its 
Legislative Committee, has recom- 
mended that the ordinance be based 
upon section 287 of the Motor Ve- 
hicle Law of the State of New York, 
known as the Callan law, with the 
exception of the substitution of “20 
miles” instead of “30 miles” and of 
“one-eighth” for “one-fourth” in the

N SOO-MILE RACE 


Greatest Sporting Event in Rac- 
ing History Will Test Skill of 
Country’s Best Drivers. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind, 
[Lured on by thé richest prizes ever 
offered in automobile speed competi- 
tions, and driving the speed crea- 
tions: of the most brilliant engineer- 
ing minds of Europe and America, 


the drivers entered in the second 
annual 500-mile race at the Indianap- 
olis Motor Speedway will begin their 
long journey around the brick oval 
at 10 o’clock next Thursday morning. 

For the second time in the history 
of the world’s greatest race course 
the five-century contest for cars 
under 600 cubic inches will be of- 
fered to the speed lovers and the 
sporting followers of the automobile 
fame in the United States. 

The greatest drivers on this side 
of the Atlantic are entered and many 
of. them participated in the first 
event. The cars are faster than in 
1911. The requirements of the entry 
conditions were much more strin- 
gent. The facilfties for handling the 
largest number of people that will 
witness a sporting event in 1912 are 
much improved over the 1911 condi- 
tions and Indianapolis people, by co- 
operating with the speedway man- 
agement and the hotels, will be able 
to easily handle all its guests. 

Only the cars that comply with the 
entry requirements in every partic- 
ular will be allowed to face the 
starter Memorial day morning. Mon- 
day morning, May 27, at 9 o'clock, 
under the direction of referee A. R. 
Pardington, starter Fred J. Wagner 
and chief timer C. H. Warner and 
his assistants, the 27 entrants will 
begin their trials to qualify. This 
demands the lapping of the track in 
two minutes flat or at a speed of 
75 miles an hour for two and one- 
haif miles. 

On’ Tuesday afternoon at 1:30 
o’clock the cars will begin to weigh 
in. This requirement is 2000 pounds 
or over. 

The winner will receive for his 
probably six and.one-half hours’ ex- 
ertion, the modest sum ‘of $20,000, 
while Ray Harroun, the winner of 
the first race, drew down $10,000. 
In addition to this amount of cash 
offered by the speedway the various 
accessory manufacturers interested 
in the race have offered cash. The 
following amounts will be given to 
the next 11 drivers in the order that 
they finish: $10,000; $5000; $3000; 
$2500; $2000; $1500; $1400; $1300; 
$1200; 1100 and 1000. 

Among the drivers and relief drivers 
named for ‘the 27 entrants in the race, 
seven drivers and seven relief pilots 
will ride in their first 500-mile event. 
The drivers that were not participants 
in the first five-century gasoline mara- 
thon are: Harvey Herrick, Bert Dingley, 
Billy Liesaw, Joe Horan, Len Ormsby, 
Charles Shambaugh and H. J. Kilpat- 
rick. The relief pilots to make their 
bow in the 600-mile event are ‘‘Big Boy” 
Rader, Johnson, Swanson, Fuller, Farr, 
Kittrell and Fowler. 

The list of officials selected by the 
Indianapolis Motor Speedway includes 
the names of several.of the most prom- 
inent men in the automobile game. R. 
P. Hooper, president of the American 
Automobile Association, will be honor- 
ary referee. A. R. Pardington will be 
referee and ‘“‘Pardy” has officiated in 
this capacity in previous speedway 
events. “Ole Reliable’ Fred J. Wagner, 
jocularly referred to as ‘‘Wag,” will 
again start the cars and wave the green 
and checkered flags. 

While Ray Harroun, the Bedouin pilot 
winner of the original 500-mile grind, 
will not sit behind a brass steering col- 
umn and watch the bricks seemingly 
glide rapidly under him, he will be a 
part of the race, as he is assistant to 
Wagner as starter. Harroun will help 
line the cars up and send the boys away 
in their effort to smash his record in the 
Marmon ‘‘wasp.”’

WOULD SURFACE MAIN 
ROADS WITH CONCRETE 


Automobile construction problems may 
be simplified 20 per cent by the general 
building of roads in the United States 
along lines that obtain in the older coun- 
tries, In the opinion of F. R. Humpage, 
president of the E. R, Thomas Motor 
Car Co. of Buffalo. 

Mr. Humpage is widely known as an 
authority on good highways, having 
made a special study of ancient arteries 
of traffic, especially in India and the 
Island of Java. Concrete pavements 
such as now are being laid in the Bor- 
ough of Queens, he thinks, will make 
for roads that will give the maximum of 
service for all kinds of travel. 

“With concrete surfaces made on old 
foundations prepared for the facing, 
why could not we have roads Iike those 
of India? Between Calcutta and Bom- 
bay centuries of traffic have not caused 
deterioration. This highway practically 
is in perfect condition today. For a 
thousand miles out of Singapore and for 
1500 milés out of Batavia, Java,’’ Mr. 
Humpage adds, ‘“‘the roads I have trav- 
ersed have surfaces almost as perfect 
as hardwood floors. They are like con- 
crete sidewalks.”’ 





‘USES EUROPEAN IDEAS 


That Indianapolis refuses to adopt 
ideas fn automobile construction 
which do nat emanate from Indian- 
apolis sources is conspicuously dis- 
proven in the’ new Henderson car 
which will be launched in Indianapo- 
lis, May 30, on: the:day of the 500- 
mile race. 

This car,.which sells for $1285, em- 
bodies many of the European comfort 
and convenience features, which to 
date American manufacturers have 
not seen fit to install; partly because 
they have not investigated them suf- 
ficiently, and partly because of geo- 
graphical prejudice. A few of the 
high-priced American cars have 
adopted the idea of putting the gaso- 
line service tank under the cowl of 
the dash, but the general statement 
still holds. American-built cars have 
been a trifle slow to go into Euro- 
pean factories and adopt whatever 
points happen to be in advance of

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Hoffman told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that no action had yet been 
taken on 19 similar cases against 
railroads submitted by him March 27 
to City Attorney Garesche for prose- 
cution. He said he expected to con- 
tinue to submit cases and  photo- 
graphs until the City Attorney either 
issued warrants or refused to prdése- 
cute the offenders. | 

Of the 19 cases submitted to Ga- 
resche, 9 are against the Terminal, 4 
are against the Missouri Pacific, 3 
against the Frisco and 1 each against 
the M., K. & T., Rock Island and Iron 
Mountain Railroads, Hoffman said. 

Additional cases in which he will 
ask warrants on evidence and photo- 
graphs are against the Terminal, M., 
K. & T., Wabash, B. & O. and Frisco 
Railroads and the Manufacturers’ 
Railway. 

Says “Speed Is Slow.” 

The smoke inspector declared that the 
“speed of the Terminal is a little slow” 
in installing smoke consuming devices 
on its engines. He said that only 44 of 
the 124 locomotives of the Terminal have 
been equipped in almost a year. 

“Several railroad officials have writ- 
ten letters and made them public, con- 
gratulating themselves on eliminating 
smoke from their locomotives,”’ Hoffman 
eaid. “I have told these railroads that 
a smoke device will not eliminate smoke 
unless it is kept constantly in use. 

“Tf have been asked by ralilroas of- 
ficials whether they will be protected 
from prosecution if they install smoke 
devices on their locomotives. My an- 
swer has been: ‘No, I am not running 
your boiler house. Eliminate smoke and 
you will not be prosecuted.’ ”’ 

Hoffman exhibited a letter written by 
@ road superintendent of the Baltimore 
é Ohic Railroad in which the official 
etated that he had ridden behind one of 
the company’s passenger locomotives 
tror. St. Louis to Washington and that 
the smoke device entirely eliminated 
dense smoke. 

Carries Inmapectors’ Report, 

A report of one of Hoffman's inspec- 
tors was pinned to the letter and it was 
returned to the railroad official. The 
report stated that the locomotive men- 
tioned had smoked continuously 10 min- 
utes in the St. Louls yards last Satur- 
day and a photograph of the locomotive 
emitting volumes of dense smoke was 
attached. 

Hoffman declared that several of the 
devices with which locomotives are be- 
ing equipped will practically eliminate 
emoke if they are properly used. He 
said that the trouble is that the noise 
of the consumers in action annoys the 
engine crew and is shut off when it is 
believed that a smoke ‘nspector is not 
within range. When the device is not 
in use the dense smoke is emitted as 
much as before the device is installed, 
he stated. 

Hoffman says that dense smoke is be- 
ing decreased to a large extent in St. 
Louis. In January his records show 
that 1222 observations were made by his 
ineapectors and 634 violations were re- 
ported. In April 1270 observations were 
made and only 327 violations were found. 


PARACHUTE JUMPING FREE 








Two Men to Drop From Aero- 
planes at Kinloch Park Today. 


There will be a free exhibition of 
parachute jumping from an aeroplane at 
Kinloch Park this afternoon. J. W. 
Eclaire, manager of the exhibition, says 
he arranged for W. H. Lineback and M. 
Renault of Cincinnati to make the jumps 
from the aerplane on account of the dis- 
appointment of last Sunday when Capt.

No Evidence of Struggle, 
Diamonds and Money Gone 


RS, REUTER says she sprang out 
of her bed as soon as the mur- 
derer had left her room and 

locked her in. But the killing took 
place so quickly, she says, she scarcely 
realized what was happening until the 
first shot was fired. Then she screamed 
for help and ran out on the front porch. 

Neighbors have testified with some 
discrepancies as to what were the first 
words uttered by Mrs. Reuter on the 
porch, but most have agreed they heard 
her say, “Burglars are in the house; 
they are killing my husband, men; I 
tell you, they are killing my husband!”

tragic decth of her husband was alle- 
viated somewhat when she learned little 
Marcela was unhurt. 

The body of Reuter was found lying 
on the floor beside the bed. There was 
no evidence of a struggle and the theory 
is Reuter was shot down as he at- 
tempted to leap from the bed to grapple 
with his assailant. 

The murderer had committed robbery. 
Two diamonds valued at $80 were miss- 
ing and Reuter’s trousers pockets had 
been rifled. According to the story of 
B. F. Ramsdale, former law partner of 
Reuter, who had seen Reuter with a 
considerable sum of money the after- 
noon before the murder, the murdered 
man must have had at least $150 in his 
clothes. His watch, a valuable time- 
plece, was not taken. 

The first arrest on the conspiracy 
theory was made Sunday evening. Guy 
D. Mackenzie, 30 years ol4, member of 
a prominent family and for years an 
intimate friend of the Reuters, was 
made prisoner at his home upon his 
return from Skiatook, where he passed 
the night of the murder. “Bud’’ Bel- 
lew, Mackenzie's chaufeur, and “Joe’’ 
Baker, an associate of Bellew, who 
went to Sapulpa, 16 miles southwest. of 
Tulsa, that night, reaching Sapulpa 
about 4 o'clock in the morning, accord- 
ing to the testimony of witnesses, with 
the car bespattered with mud and dis- 
abled, indicating they had been on a 
hurried journey, were arrested Monday 
afternoon upon thelr return. 


Reuter, Jealous, 
Threatened Mackenzie. 


HE name of Mrs. Reuter was linked 
with those of the three men in this 
crime by the police from the first. 

An investigation revealed that there had 
been discord in the Reuter home due 
partly to the unpleasant disposition of 
Reuter and to a degree to jealousy on 
the part of Reuter because of alleged 
attentions Mackenzie had been paying 
to Mrs. Reuter. 

Tt has been shown that this Jealousy 
on Reuter's part influenced him to 





t threaten to kill Mackenzie if he did not 
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cease his visits to the Reuter home and 
that Mackenzie went to Reuter’s office 
and purloined a pistol from a desk to 
prevent Reuter from carrying his threat 
into execution. This happened about 
six weeks before the murder. 

The State adopted as its theory of 
the motive for Reuter’s murder that 
Mackenzie and Mrs. Reuter wanted the 
husband out of the way for obvious 


reasoris. 
According to this theory, “Joe” Baker 


who pas no vistble means of support, 
was hired to commit the crime. His 
pay on this theory was to be the dia- 
monds and money he would get off his 
victim, possibly supplemented by a sum 
of money from other sources. 

Bellew was to assist in the crime to 
the extent of riding Baker around in 
Mackenzie's automobile and taking him 
to Sapulpa after the crime was com- 
mitted, thus making it appear the two 
men were joyriding that night and could 
not possibly have been at the Reuter 
home at the time of the murder. The 
police believe that they broke down 
and got stuck in the mud in an effort 
to make a flying trip to Gapulpe after 
the crime was committed, which ac- 
counted for their late arrival at their 
destination. 

Mackenzie made it convenient to have 
business in Skiatook, % miles north, 
that night, for the purpose of proving 
an alibi and to discredit a possible 
theory the murder was actually com- 
mitted by himself, the police assert. 

To establish this theory of a con- 
spiracy, the prosecution has shown, in 
addition to the fact that Mackenzie was 
in Skiatook that night and Baker and 
Bellew arrived in Sapulpa in Macken- 
zie’s car three hours after the murder 
had been committed, that Mrs. Reuter 
and Mackenzie were seeh in earnest 
conversation alone twice the day be- 
fore, while men presumed to be Bel- 
lew and Baker were at work In Macken- 
sie’'s private garage at the same time 
putting his car in repair. It has also 
been. shown that Baker was familiar 
with the Reuter home and thet he had

beneficiary for $500,000. 
It is the story of age, 
S wearied and lonely, grate- 
lL? On ful to the sweet unselfish- 

ness of youth for bringing 
to it some of the enthusi- 
asms, and dreams, and light and laughter, which 
it had almost forgotten—and of the admiration of 
youth for age which had seen everything, felt 
everything, which had had all that :ife can give 
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and experience can teach. 
Those who read that Dorothy Bateman is ac- 
customed to taxe the milk and eggs from her 


_ father’s farm to the customers in the village have 
‘cou: t'ess pictured this new Newport heiress, who 





has now quite a respectable to. tune in her name, 
as a raw young country girl. 

They arc mista en. 

The question of money apart, Dorothy Bate- 
man 4s as romantic a character a you would 
wish to start any “best seller’ with for a hero:ne. 

Although she has passed all of her 23 yeare in 
tLe town of Newport, she is almost unknown. She 
has no friends or chums, except her young broth- 
er, and she has been reared so that she is accom- 
plished and fitted to hold any place that may come 
te her with the possession of her fortune. 

Dorothy Bateman’s home is the Bateman house, 
an old, rambling farmhouse which has stood upon 
the fashionable Ocean road ever since Revolu- 
tionary days. There is a big veranda in front, 
with a concrete basin in which a little fountain 
plays before it. A broad gravel Walk sweeps 
straight up from the road to the house. 

In the rear of the house are the vegetable gar- 
dens, the pastures, the cow sheds and the coops 
where th: eggs are laid and the young chickens 
reared. All the agricultural pursuits are carried 
or in a very scientific way, and Miss Bateman 
has considerable to do with looking after things. 

The house inside is a delightfully quaint old 
place, with a hickory log snapping away in the 
fireplace of the sitting room on a cold day, old 
furniture that has been in the  aceman.fam.. tor 
generations, old chairs with: great comfy chintz 
cushions, and hothouse flowers everywnere. Two 
things which catch your eye are a photograph of 
Ross Winans on the mantel which looks pleasant- 
ly across at the large. portrait done in pencil and 





colored chalk of a yellow-haired gir! with large 
blue eyes. There is more than a suggestion of fn 
intellectual, artistic nature in the formation about 
the eyes of the girl, something very youthful and 
lovable in the expression of her face. 

This is Dorothy Bateman, although in real life 
she is more robust than the picture shows. 

Just a stone’s throw from the Bateman home is 
Bleak House, where Winans used to live, but 
which he sold about ten years ago. But when 
Dorothy was a li'tie ; ..l, ana wae sti)] struggiing 





with the “five-finger exercises,’ she used to visit 
Bleak House to listen to the occasional concerts 
upon the very fine organ there. This was the be- 
ginning of the friendship which lasted up to the 
millionaire's death, 
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ROF. FLINDERS PETRIE made important 
discoveries recently on the site of the 

) Labyrinth by the Hawara Pyramid, in the 
Fayum. 

Lying in the debris of the brick core of the 
pyramid he found a few traces of the 20 chapels 
or smal) temples. The principal objects discov- 
ered were double statues in red granite repre- 
senting Amenemhat III, who, says Prof. Petrie, 
¥as undoubtedly the builder of that ancient 
“wonder of the world,” the Labyrinth. 

‘The crocodile god Sebek was evidently the cult 
of the precinct and many statues of this god, 
with some others, were found. These are of 


: great interest, as they are the earliest examples 


yet discovered of anima! gods. 

_ Prof. Petrie also found several new specimens 
of Mgyptian lamps, These were made of lime- 
stone, bowl-shaped, but slightly hollowed out 


with a ring or raised ridge in the center of the 


top surface. The center of the ring was more 
deeply hollowed. 

These lamps explained the mysterious state- 
ment of Herodotus that “the Egyptians fed their 
lemps with salt water.” As a matter of fact, the 


#alt water was placed in the outer hollow, soak- 


is. ing into the stone. Then oil was placed in the 
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: Sintzal cavity and the wick was lighted. In this 
way the oil did not penetrate the water-soaked 


re and the salt retarded the evaporation. of al) 
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crowned with paims and a new Sy pt 
hotep, “He who was in the fields.” He com- 
pletely cleared the cemetery of the Greek, Italian 
and Macedonian residents of this district with 
their important and beautiful portraits in wax 
colors painted’ upon canvas and wood panels. 


The female Macedonian type is recognized trom 
the curls which hang down the neck. The custom 
of wearing the hair in this fashion is also ob- 
served in all the Ptolemaic queens. 


Prof. Petrie in the lecture delivered in Cairo, 
from which the foregoing points are taken, 
brought out the interesting facts that the Ka 
figure was succeeded by mummiform statuettes 
in the twelfth dynasty, and it is known that from 
these the “Slaves,”.or “Onswerers,” began to be 
made in the seventeenth dynasty. 


Prof. Petrie mentioned very briefly his im- 
portant work this year at an early cemetery, 
where more than two hundred aiabaster vases 
were found, with numbers of pottery vases and 
inscriptions, which identify Kino Narmer with 
Menes, while at Memphis the largest statue 
known to alabaster, representing Rameses II as 
a Sphinx, weighing between ~0 and 80 tons, was 
found. Further afield he found a fortress of 
Rameses II, and has already discovered the 
foundations of 
building at On of the Bible. The fortress was 
protected by three distinct walls, one of which 
was over fifty feet thick.

Mr. Winans was always fond of the little yel- 
low-haired girl, and taught her to fish for bass, 
and many a sunny afternoon was spent by the

atement in regard to it, and Mrs. Bateman has

He 
and Dorothy are great f:ieads, but none of the 
young men of Newport }now her, and she has 
never had a “beau,’’ vor can any of the girls be 
even remotely classed as chums of hers. 

Dorothy learned to swim like a fish, to play 
tennis and golf, to row and sail a boat, but most 
of all her interest was in horses. She can drive 
or ride almost any beast. but her greatest favor- 
ite is a little mare which she raised almost from 
days of fillyhood. Mr. Bateman used to make a 
business of raising fine horses, although he has 
almost dropped that at present. 

Dorothy, if she never went to the village church 
or to any of the affairs of the young people, did 
not associate with the gayer set of summer cot- 
tagers, but she was great friends with some of the 
wealthy residents who lived near her father's 
home. Among these is T. M. Davis, the Egyptian 
explorer. 

“Our home is most emphatically not a public 
house,” says Mrs. Bateman; “it is just for our 






































the friendship of Mr. Winans and herself. So the 
10 years intervening between the sale of Bleak 
House, when Mr. Winans went abroad to live, 
and the summer of 1910, when he returned a man 
depressed in spirit, broken in health, will have 
to be passed over. 

The friendship never certainly ceased even dur- 
ing this time, for they wrote to each other fre- 
quently, and a Christmas never passed without 
some memento from ‘Winans to his little play- 
mate. ° 

During this 10 years Dorothy was educated. 
She never went to the village school, but had a 
governess at the farm, for, while the Batemans 
are not wealthy, they have traditions, and one of 
them is that the children shall be educated pri- 
vately. Dorothy learned to speak French and 
German, to play the piano, and did a great deal 
of reading. Abcut four years ago she made a 
trip to Europe, but Mrs. Bateman would neither 
deny nor affirm that it was at Mr. Winans’ ex- 
pense. | 

But she showed a spevia! love and aptitude for 
an outdoor life, and it is interesting to note that 
the two people in the village who know her best 
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friends and the friends of our friends. We have 
never done any advertising, we never take any 
transients, although it is the means of our live- 
lihood; in fact, in the summer time it is just 
like a house party.” 

Mrs. Bateman herself is a capable woman, with 
dark hair and a high color. 

It was to a place like this that in the sumuiaer 
of 1910 Mr. Winans.came seeking reat and aveaith. 
At first he would sit moodily on the veranda or 
ride wearily out for an hour in one of his fine 
automobiles. Then came Dorothy with her fine, 
youthful laugh, her radiant health and her en- 
thusiasm, and teased her old comrade just to try 
a short fishing excursion for old time sake. finally 
he did, and so the former friendehip was re- 
newed. 

After that, many a day saw them on the rocks 
casting their lines by the hour, and all sorts of 
excursions in the open air were planned, The 
young girl and the old man were inseparable. 
The fine air and the beautiful drives of Newport 
tempted them out for early morning drives, when 
Dorothy drove her little mare and her runabout, 
or In Dorothy’s little electric runabout they went 
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for short excursions. Mr. Winans even recovered 
his health sufficiently to allow his going in bath- 
ing, and they often went to Spouting Rock for 
bathing. 

The two became inseparable pals—they golfed 
together, they rode, they drove, they went to the 
polo matches and the tennis tournaments, and the 
fresh air and activity without doubt had a most 
beneficial effect upon Mr. Winans’ health. 

But, more than that, who can estimate what 
benefit he received from the companionship of 
a happy, healthful companion, who made all the 
old things seem interesting once more, who 
brought to him the significance of the spring, 
who suggested the joy of blue skies and flowering 
trees and pleasant summer days? These are the 
things which cannot be bought with money and 
there is no doubt Ross Winans realized their 
worth and was grateful. 

There was never the slightest breath of scan- 
dal about this fricndship in probably the gosapi- 
est town in the world, except that the villagers 
regarded it with interest and the comment, “Old 
Dr. Winans seems as partial to Dorothy as if she 
were his daughter.”’ 

In the winters Mr. Winans went to his home 
in Baltimore, and almost every day he and Dor- 
othy wrote to each other. From the first he 
had taken her into his confidence, and she iooked 
after many matters of business for him when he 
was at the Bateman Inn. She wrote magy let- 
ters for him at his dictation and looked after the 
insuring of his autos and other business matters. 

When he came back to the Bateman Ipp last 
summer his strength had failed visibly, and her 
care of him on their excursions was very pretty.

the dead are given. Not a piece of loose board- 
ing remained on the Mac':ay-Bennett that could 
be used for boxing. As for coffins, she had far 
too few aboard, for none had expected that her 
harvest would bé rich. She had only shipped 
one embalmer and some doubted that his serv- 
ices would be needed at all, so sure were they 
that the effort would be vain. 

And every reason seemed to favor this view, 
for it required the imagination of a Jules Verne 
to picture a ship going 800 miles to sea and 
bringing back for burial the bodies of those lost 
a week before in one of the wildest and surely 
the most dangerous parts of the North Atlantic. 

But the imagination in this was elementary 
compared to the story of the search itself-—a 
Story that Poe might have written had he dared; 
one that Kipling, in his weirdest tales, has 
never exceeded for downright sensationalism. It 
is a story that makes its appeal to those minds 
that love the morbid, but a more powerful appeal 
to those who seek the truth and find in it far 
more of the strange and the unusual than are 
born of fictitious conditions 

And, finally, the importance of the story be- 
comes greatest since it is part of the last chap- 
ter of the greatest sea disaster of all time. And 
so the hiStorians of the future will find it of 
value in making their record complete. 

There is nothing of the grewsome about it ex- 
cept in so far as it may be grewsome to learn 
from it that each of the bodies rerovered from 
the water nad been alive for hours after the 
sinking of the ship, from which fact an indict- 
ment may be drawn against those crafi which 
failed to respond promptly to the calls for aid. 

Or it may be grewsome to know that had the 
lifeboats gone over the spot in which the Ti- 
tanic had disappeared many of those who per- 
ished would have been saved. Of course, some 
of the boats were so overloaded it might have 
been suicidal to do this. 

But on the other hand, the sworn testimony 
has been adduced that several of the boats—al- 
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Hearses entering Rink at Mayflower 
Morgue at Halifax, N. 8., on return of the 
Mackay-Bennett. 





most half of them—were lowered and sent away 
only half, some only one-third loaded. Fifty, 
75, perhaps 100 more could have been picked up. 

Even if only one had been saved, that one 
would have been more than enough to justify 
the danger of going back to help the thousand 
or more poor wretches struggling in the water, 
crying in a way the survivors can never forget— 
great wails and moans and shrieks, which, blend- 
ing imperfectly together, sounded to one sailor, 
who had the realistic sense of a Zola, like the 
ululation of a kennel at feeding time. 

And there was a hitherto unknown part of the 
Titanic. story that the Mackay-Bennett learned 
on her strange cruise—how the dead had died. 
For the bodies she found were few of them 
drowned—death had come as a result of ex- 
posure. ) 

Most of the victims had been frozen by immer- 
sion in the icy waters off the Newfoundland 
bank. Some may have been alive for five or 
six hours after the Titanic had vanished. They 
must have had the exquisite anguish of s2cing 
help in the form of the Carpathia steam close to 
them and then, just rescue seemed certain, 
turn and steam away. 

That this, or something very like it, occurred 
is shown by the fact that in the midst of a 
pack of the bodies was found a small oar, on 
which was tied a woman’s red petticoat—cer- 
tain if mute evidence that they had tried in 
vain to bring help. Speech had long since left 
the victims when the Mackay-Bennett found 
them, but moving lips and ready tongues could 
not have told a stranver tale than that which 
was written on the faces and spoken by the 
bodies as one by one tuey were hauled from 
the water to be ta':en ashore and put at least 
in the ground instead of being left the play- 
things of the winds and the tides and the food 
of the fishes. 

Instead of the looks of horror that one might 
sxpect, the faces were strangely calm. That was 
due to the fact that before death took place 
each had been numbed into a pleasant insensi- 
bility. After the first shock had passed the 
pain lessened until the end. 

Bolt upright were the bodies, like swimmers 
treading the water. Some were so fixed and 
rigid that it wes necessary to break the bones 
of the arms which frequently were in extended 
positions, before they could be swung aboard. 

Each faced the same way—the direction in 
which the wind or tide headed. The lifebelts 
about the chest below the armpits kept the 
bodies in erect positions, head up, feet down. 
The arms, for the most part extended toward the 
front, acted as a sort of forward rudder, which 
made them all face forward. 

Each had a lifebelt on except a little 2-vear- 
bid girl, whose body floated in the midst of-a 
sheltering group, the long golden curls floating 
above and around the face as a halo. This body, 
which no one claimed, was given burial in Hali- 
fax by the officers and crew of the funeral ship. 

The dead were found singly, by twos and 
threes, by the score and once by the hundred. 

On the third day of the search a pack (the 
expression is Capt. Larndner’s) of bodies was 
found that totaled more tnan 100. They were 
close together, but none touched another. Some 
were two feet from their neighbors, some 20 feet 
away. 

They covered a field about 2000 feet square. 
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Showing Snow & Co., Halifax, and ‘‘Old 
Man’’ Snow, perhaps the most famous 
undertaker in the world. He buried the 
recovered dead from the ‘‘Burgogne’’ and 
from the ‘‘Atlantic,’’ as well as other 
wrecks.

Only the heads and shoulders of the bodies 
were visible, and against the dark coloring of 
the sea their outlines were not easily discerned. 


And the illusion was strengthened by the flap- 


ping here and there in the breeze of the loose 
ends of the lifebelts, for all the world like a 
gull lazily stretching its wings as if about to 
rise. 

Not in all the week that the Mackay-Bennett 
searched did she see another such a pack. Why. 
then, was this one found? F 

All the answers are conjectures, so the expla- 
nation that the sailors give is as good as any 
other. They said the dead-pack was pursuing 
the berg which wrought their end. AND SURE 
ENOUGH, A SCANT HALF-MILE TO THE 
FORE OF THE PACK, THEIR UNSEEING 
EYES STARING STRAIGHT AT IT, FLOATED 
THE GREAT ICE MOUNTAIN THAT SENT 
THE TITANIC TO HER GRAVE AND WITH 
HER 1600 LIVES.

56 and 58 degrees and the differentiation was 
shown by thick walls of fog formed by the sud- 
den heating of the cooler air. 

The cold water had the effect of preserving 
the bodies. Several, however, were in such a 
ccndition that it became necessary to recommit 
them to the deep. 

Others had to be disposed of in the same way 
because of mutilations. Great wounds  ap- 
peared on the heads or tiunks, perhaps from the 
screws of passing ships or from the terrific force 
with which they had been smashed against the 
ship when the great waves finally overwhelmed 
her. 

The thifd reason for sea burial lay in the 
fact, frankly stated, that the Mackay-Bennett 
had not expected such a resultful voyage and the 
preparations had been inadequate. She could 
neither treat the bodies for preservation nor 
house them for treatment. 

So a total of 116 of the 306 bodies recovered 
were buried again. Most of those sent over the

It was an impressive rite by which the bodies 
were buried. Canon Hind of All Saints Cathe- 
dral of Halifax had accompanied the ship for 
this purpose, and on the second night of the 
actual work some forty of the bodies were buried. 

One by one the bodies, sewn up in sailcloths, 
which followed the lines of the figure so that 
they looked like mummies, splashed into the wa- 
ter and sank to the quiet depths below, while the 
canon, leaning over the black sides of the funeral 
ship, recited: 

“TIT am the Resurrection and the Life, saith the 
Lord: he that believeth in Me, though he were 
dead, vet shall he live; and whosoever liveth and 
believeth in Me shall never die.” 

After the prayers had been said, the crew sang 
“Jesus, Lover of My Soul” and to the most hard- 
ened among them the moment was an impressive 
one. There was no light save that of the moon 
and the stars and one great flare that made the 
unilluminated parts of the water gleam blacker. 
And around and‘about the burial party were still 
more of the dead heaved in piles. 

To those ashore the report that 116 had been 
recommitted came as a shock when it spread 
just as the Mackay-Bennett was tying up to the 
navy yard dock. The agony of suspense among 
the 500 relatives waiting to claim their dead was 
awful.

EW light is thrown upon the Titanic disaster by the discoveries of the Mackay-

the victims died, not from drowning, but from exposure, and that many were 
evidently alive in the water and striving for help when the Carpathia arrived. 

One of the Titanic’s officers testified before the Senate Committee that the 
vast moaning and crying from the thousand or more men in the water lasted two 
hours after the ship sank. This would make it about 4:25 a. m., when, as the officer 
testified, the cries began to ‘‘thin out.’’

These hundred bodies and the berg they faced 
were discovered in latitude 41:58 north and lon- 
gitude 49:58 west, being 50 or 60 miles to the 
nerth and east of the spot where the new giant- 
ess struck. The waters lie between the Labra- 
dor current, that little known river in the ocean 
that flows one way one day and another the 
next, which here heads southerly, bringing down 
the icebergs from Greenland, and the gulf stream, 
which shoots off in.a direction east by north. 
flowing past England, which otherwise would 
be as bleax as Labrador, whose latitude is al- 
most the same. 

The water had a temperature of 33 degrees 
Fahrenheit. Here and there the freezing point 
had been passed and ice formed. Just a few 
miles beyond, the water of the gulf stream was 
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they feared even this consolation was to be de- 
nied them. They had heard that only 200 bodies 
had been recovered and so they thought that 
more than half of them had been cast back into 
the water. But soon they learned that almost 
all of those so buried had been sailors for whom, 
while the sorrow was just as great, there were 
no claimants waiting. 

Capt. Larndner, a bronzed, bluff sailor about 
40, talked of his journey in simple manner. His 
narrative gained in dramatic value from the sim- 
ple, unaffected way in which it was to!d. Never 
before had such a story been told, for never 
before had there been such a story to tell. 

It is true that Halitax once before had figured 
as a haven of refuge for such a ship, but then 
the circumstances were of a different nature. 
One hundred years ago next month the United 
States steamer Chesapeake, shot to pieces, had 
staggered into the harbor, seeking a haven for 
the 146 dead and wounded she carried in ‘gr 
blood-filled coc! pit.

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International Radium Stand 
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To Regulate Quantity You Get 
of Substance Quoted at 
$2,250,000 per 
Ounce 


N international commission composed of sci- 

A entific men to whose work the most im- 

portant discoveries in radio-activity are 

due, is about to meet in Mme. Curie’s laboratory, 

in Paris, to confer on the definite adoption of an 
international standard of radium. 

The creation of this standard was determined 
upon by the Radiological and Electrical Con- 
gress at Brussels in 1910, when a commission was 
named to consider the question. 

The,commission requested Mme. Curie to un- 
dertake the task of preparing the international 
standard, which she completed in August last, 
using chloride of pure radium, prepared and spe- 
cially purified by herself. The standard is estab- 
lished by a small tube of thin glass about 3 milli- 
meters (a little more than one-tenth of an inch) 
in diameter and 3 centimeters ‘over one inch) in 
length, which contains a carefully weighed amount 
of chloride of pure radium—about two centigrams, 
or seven-tenths of an ounce. The tube is sealed 
and a smail platinum wire runs into the glass to 
give electric communication between the interior 
of the tube and the exterior to carry off any 
electric sparks which the radium rays might pro- 
duce and which might possibly break the tube. 
This little tube of radium, which will be used 

the international standard, will probably be 
placed in the International Bureau of Weights 
and Measures. Secondary standards will be pre- 
pared in various scientific or official laboratories, 
and their amount of radium will be established 
by comparison with the international standard, 
by determining the intensity of the rays which 
have traversed several millimeters of lead, the 
rays so used being the gamma rays. Various 
secondary standards will be measured by the 
members of the commission at their approaching 
meeting. 

The radium salts used for preparing the inter- 
national standard have been taken from a smal) 
supply of radium which belongs to Mme Curie, 
and is not only used by her in ber personal re-

Rabelais, Angelo, Raphael, Cellini, Pope Sixtus IV, Welling- 
ton, Grant and Lee. 

We could see and hear Lincoln’s second inaugural. We 
could see and hear the surrender of Lee at Appomattox. We 
could see the battle of Bunker Hill, the charge of Pickett at 
Gettysburg, the siege of Vicksburg, the surrender of Corn- 
wallis, the battle of the Kearsarge and Alabama off Cher- 
bourg, the charge at San Juan Hill. 

These suppositions may seem the extreme of the fanciful, 
but, if the campaign of the Historic Records Society is car- 
ried out, it will be just such records of the present which will 
be handed down to our posterity, providing the world sees 
any more Napoleons, Shakspeares, etc. 

There are said to be moving picture operators in the Ital- 
ian trenches at Tripoli. Some of the manufacturers, in their 
weekly news films, preserve a record of important and pic- 
turesque current events. Records of the voices of many ce- 
lebrities are embalmed in phonograph records. 

Sarah Bernhardt and Rejane will die, but many future gen- 
erations may see their art and hear their voices almost as 
vividly as we may today. Tomagno, the great tenor, is dead. 
but his voice survives him on a phonographic record. 

One of the fields which the Historic Records Association 
proposes to enter is that of education, in which the moving 
picture, especially, is likely to work a revolution. 

Edison, it is reported, expects to spend $3,000,000 and de- 
vote eight years to the work of perfecting a repertory of 
educational films for the schoolroom. He is confident that 
the moving picture film will become an indispensable adjunct 
to pedagogy. One of the films which he has already had 
made shows, magnified millions of times, the process of chem- 
ical crystallization of certain substances. He expects to send 
into all the cornere of the earth for material for his films. 
When his task is finished the pupils of the future, he be- 
lieves, will have opportunities for becoming acquainted with 
activities of the world and of nature that adults today have 
not dreamed of. 

There are already travel pictures, the introduction of which 
educators are advocating in geography classes. The English 
coronation pictures could with benefit be employed in En- 
glish history courses. For literary studies, there are elabo- 
rate settings in motion pictures of such masterpieces as 
Dante’s “Divine Comedy,” Homer's “Iliad” and Virgil's 
“Eneid.” 

But the great triumphs of the moving picture and phono 
graph in education are probably reserved for the future. It 
is quite possible, for instance, that the “third-term” feature 
of the American presidency wil] have become, a century 
hence, of vital importance in the Government, especially as 
some pessimists dread it may lead to Caesarism,. The Hise- 
toric Records Association has applied for permission to 
take motion pictures and phonographic records at the Re- 
publican convention of 1912, at which the third-term idea 
may either receive a deadly biow or may for the first time 
be adopted by a great political party.
